Reed leads CSU into 21st century

Charles Reed is busy getting acclimated to his new 
position as the California State University’s new chancellor. 


He walks fast and talks fast. 


Reed is taking over as chancellor of the nation’s largest 
university system at a pivotal time in CSU history. An 
unprecedented deal with corporate entities is being negoti- 
ated, an unpopular faculty merit pay system is in place and 


on the horizon looms an unprecedented enrollment increase. 
The sum of all Reed’s experience, in education and in 
politics, will be required to weather the upcoming changes 


in the CSU system. 


On technology 


HORNETS ON ICE 


As Reed says, “Welcome to the 21st century.” 


On March 5 Reed told a statewide Faculty Senate meet- 
ing the California Education Technology Initiative was 
dead, according to former Faculty Senate chair Mike 


Fitzgerald. But Reed insisted during a later interview the 
telecommunications deal is just resting. 
“Anytime that you are asking business or industry to assume 


a $300 million debt, with little or no risk back on CSU, that’s a 


very difficult concept to be put in place,” he said. 


The $365 million proposed technology deal with 
Microsoft, Fujitsu, Hughes and GTE is supposed to wire the 


CSU system at little cost to the universities. The deal was to

Smeal’s speech will also address gender j° 
apartheid in Afghanistan. In September 1996 


Smeal is co-founder and president of the 
foundation and former president of the Na- 
tional Organization of Women. 

She has been instrumental in passing leg- 
islation, such as the Pregnancy Discrimina- 
tion Act, Violence Against Women Act, Civil 
Right Act of 1991 and Freedom of Access to 
Clinic Entrances Act. 

The speech, which is part of Women’s 
History Month, will be at 7 p.m. in the Uni- 
versity Union’s Redwood Room.

Germans,” Tucker says. 

Tucker then hooked up with the Sacra- 
mento Irish American Social Club for support 
and direction. Last week, members from both 
clubs met with the Irish consulate general, 
Decklin Kelly, at a luncheon aboard the Delta 
King. 

“One of the goals of the Irish club in 
Sacramento is to move people away from the 
drunken-leprechaun image of the Irish and 
bring understanding of the culture to a more 
sophisticated level,” Tucker says. 

She plans to bring many guest speakers to 
campus club meetings, including an Irish 
scholar. The club will also hold public discus- 
sion groups, forums, panels, lectures, work- 


shops and social functions. 

The club meets at 7 p.m. on Mondays in 
Mendocino Hall, room 2000. 

Students don’t have to be Irish to join the 
club.

Don’t argue with Nicole Kipp and Marie 
Van Assendelft. The pair sent challengers 
from 34 universities packing last week, 
bringing home a national title in the pro- 
cess. 

Kipp and Van Assendelft argued their 
way past Liberty University to capture first 
place in the Cross Examination Debate 
Association’s Novice National Debate 
Tournament, held at Towson State Univer- 
sity in Maryland, March 6-8. 

The tournament, which included par- 
ticipants representing 27 states, centered 
around the topic of the United States gov- 
ernment and increased security assistance 
to one or more of the southeast nations. 

Kipp, an English and communications 
major, said the pair is still recovering from 
the shock of the victory. 

“It’s kinda like a dream world,” she 
said. “We were so surprised. We never 
really expected to win. It was so amazing.” 

Van Assendelft, a communications ma- 
jor, said the announcement of their win 
brought tears to her eyes. 

“T cried. Everyone laughed at me. It was 
awesome,” she said. 

Kipp and Van Assendelft, both 19, took 
their only loss at the tournament in the 
preliminary round, finishing with a 6-1 
record. 

Based on their preliminary round records, 
the top 32 teams were then seeded into the 
championship single loss elimination com- 
petition. In this round, a single loss disquali- 
fies the team from the competition. 

Kipp and Van Assendelft entered the 
single elimination round seeded sixth. 

“We were a little bit scared because you 
never know what is going to happen,” Kipp 
said. 

What did happen according to debate coach 
Kimo Ah Yun, “was quite impressive.” 

The CSUS team marched over Ball State,

Last week, during a teleconference 
with student reporters, Reed explained 
the deal. 

“Tf you buy a car, you have to dem- 
onstrate that you are able to pay it back, 
and with interest,” he said. “Are we all 
clear on that concept?”

their capital investment,” he said. 
The $300 million loan, plus interest, 
will have to be made up by the CETT 
partners with sales of software, desk- 
top services and telecommunication 
services offered on CSU campuses. 
“My personal opinionis this: Bring- 
ing access to technology is very impor- 
tant to CSU. It is important to have 
students and faculty that are prepared 
for the 21st century,” said Reed, who 
would like to give students the ability to 


challenge courses, rather than forcing © 
them to sit through a semester of class. 


According to Reed, universities will 
provide students with “the ability to say 
‘I’m ready to take the test. I don’t need 
the course. I’ve had this experience, 
and I think I could pass calculus, or 
American history, or whatever.’”’ 


On faculty 

While chancellor of the Floridastate 
university system — the equivalent of 
the University of California system, 
CSU and California community col- 
leges all rolled into one — Reed took a 
bold step to dislodge the tradition of 
tenure for faculty. 

Florida’s system is “experimenting 
with tenure by providing three- to five- 
year contract employment for faculty 
members,” said Reed, who plans to insti- 
tute these changes in the CSU system. 

‘‘Three- to five-year contracts seem 
pretty long to me, never having had a 


contract myself,” he said. “The reality 


is that there are no long term jobs unless 
you’re a federal judge.” 

Reed foresees technology driving the 
university system in 10 years, lessening 
the need for traditional classrooms. 

“Teaching is going to shift, and 
professors are going to become more 
like coaches, directors of learning,” 
Reed said. ““They’re going to be point- 
ing students in directions to get access to 
digital information, digital libraries.’’ 

But Reed is confident the future of 
CSU includes both professors andcom- 
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REED: ‘Welcome to the 21st century 


puters — and more of each. He also 
foresees an increase in technology al- 
lowing instructors to become more in- 
volved inmentoring and enabling them 
to communicate with others in their 
academic discipline. 

“Tt will be an exciting time to learn,” 


_ hesaid..“It’s almost analogous to when 


the book was discovered.” 

The percentage of part-time faculty 
— which rose steadily under former 
chancellor Barry Munitz — will con- 
tinue to rise, said Reed, who called the 
utilization of part-time instructors an 
efficient use of resources. | 

“Sometimes you don’t need to offer 
courses except every year or two and 
part-time help to fill that rather than 
full-time,”’ said Reed, who added uni- 
versities can also meet students’ needs 
by having faculty work longer hours. 

“Students are our customers. When 
do our customers want to come to 
school? It’s up to us to meet our cus- 
tomers’ needs,” he said. 

Despite the criticisms Munitz re- 
ceived about running the university 
like a business, Reed plans on manag- 
ing CSU in the same way Munitz did. 

“T think Barry Munitz was running the 
university system the way they’re going 
to be run in the 21st century,” he said. 

This includes keeping the unpopu- 
lar merit pay system for professors, the 
Performance Salary Step Increase. PSSI 
is working, Reed said, but he would 
like to see it work better. : 

‘T am open to suggestions from 
faculty members on how to improve 
it,” he said, adding that any pay plan 
will have to have a merit component. 

“I am one who believes that those 
who are working hard, and working 
more than others need to be rewarded, 
and if you don’t have some differential 
pay system, then it’s not fair,” he said. 


The past and future 

Prior to heading the state university 
system of Florida, Reed was chief of 
staff for Florida’s governor, working 
his way up through various political

Enrollment in Florida’s state univer- 
sity system doubled in the 13 years he was 
chancellor; the CSU system faces a simi- 
lar dilemma in the next 10 years. 

Reed’s appointment to the position 
of chancellor was not without contro- 
versy, notsomuch regarding the choice 
of Reed, as the selection process. 

Munitz, appointed in 1992, had been 
subject to much public scrutiny and 


criticism during the selection process. — 


It was. decided then the search for 
Munitz’s replacement would not be 
open to the same degree of scrutiny. It 
would be done in secret. | 
Seven trustees made up the search 
committee, including student trustee 
Eric Mitchell. In an interview last fall, 
Mitchell said he felt torn by the search’s 
secretive nature. As student trustee, 
Mitchell works closely with the Cali- 
fornia State Students Association, a 
legislative advocacy group run by stu- 
dent leaders from all CSU campuses. 
“CSSA opposed the process, as I 
think they should,” Mitchell said. 
CSSA’s position was that a public uni- 
versity, supported by taxes, should not 
be having secret negotiations for such 
an important decision. 
But Mitchell ultimately approved of 
the process t by which Reed was chosen. 
“If we didn’t have a confidential 
selection, we wouldn’thave gotten such 
a good person, and I couldn’t stomach 
that,” Mitchell said. 


Reed’s first plans as chancellor, he - 


said, are to learn the concerns of CSU 
students and faculty by being acces- 
sible to students. Reed plans on visiting 
each campus by the end of 1998, meet- 
ing with students, faculty and adminis- 
trators, to make the university more 
“‘student-friendly.” 

‘T’ve never had an unlisted num- 
ber,” he said. “I have e-mail; I don’t 
have aproblem reading. I try and return 
everyone’s phone call that I can every 
day. I feel that when you’re a public 
servant, you need to be available to the 
public.”

CSUS productions guaranteed to be UNIQUE

It’s the middle of the semester and 
you’re feeling stressed. Don’t panic. 
Take a breath, relax and go see one of 
the shows brought to you by UNIQUE 
Programs. 

You’ve seen the name all over 
campus, but what exactly is 
UNIQUE? It’s an acronym that stands 
for Union Network Innovative Qual- 
ity University Entertainment. 

The program has been around for 
about 19 years and is composed of 
two advisers and a committee of stu- 
dent volunteers. 

This group heads the planning, 
promotion and production of on-cam- 
pus entertainment acts. 


UNIQUE arranges everything | 


from comedy shows and concerts to 
films and educational lectures. It pro- 
vides students and faculty with a huge 
spectrum of entertainment. 
According to Richard Schiffers, 
associate director of UNIQUE, his 
group’s mission is to “expose a vari- 
ety of experiences that students might

not readily pursue independently.” 

UNIQUE shows usually fit within 
a student budget — all are less than 
$15, and most are free. 

The “nooner” is one of UNIQUE’s 
most well-known programs. 

Nooners — which take place at 
lunch time — can vary from political 
demonstrations to live music, includ- 
ing country, classical, hip-hop, folk, 
rock or alternative bands. Students and 
faculty can enjoy the campus atmo- 
sphere and get a sampling of different 
types of music or learn something new. 

All this can be costly for the pro- 
gram, and UNIQUE rarely makes 
any profit with so many free events. 
Most of the time, UNIQUE tries to 
break even or anticipate the loss of 
some funds. 

Even so, Schiffers stressed the 
need for quality campus entertain- 
ment and for easy student access. 

Although UNIQUE is a separate 


entity from Associated Students Inc., it 


does receive some funding for its Cul- 
tural Affairs Series, a program enhanc- 
ing “the cross-cultural awareness and 
sensitivity of all CSUS students.”

Different cultural experiences are 
presented every Thursday from 11:45 
a.m. to 1 p.m. in the union’s Red- 
wood Room to spark students’ inter- 
est in other cultures and to enliven 
interaction within the campus com- 
munity. 

With the expansion of the union will 
come a future multi-purpose room seat- 
ing approximately 1,500 people. 

This room will allow UNIQUE to 
bring higher-profile acts and speak- 
ers to CSUS. The program also uses 
the resources at CSUS, including lo- 
cal talent such as the Mexican dance 
troupe Raices de Mi Tierra. 

“Part of the college experience is 
developing life experience, therefore

It’s important to the program’s plan- 
ners that they maintain a balance be- 
tween the variety of what students are 
exposed to — some shows are fun, 
some are just for the sake of entertain- 
ment and others are educational. 

UNIQUE offers an interdiscipli- 
nary study program in correlation 
with the media and graphic design 
program. Students in the interdisci- 
plinary study program, however, are 
separate from the student volunteered- 
committees.

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Vibrant color leaps 
from alumna’s art

Keep your eyes open as you walk up the stairs to the second floor of the 
University Union. If you blink you might miss a great showing of art. 

In the corner of the University Union’s Exhibit Lounge hangs what 
artist and CSUS alumna Jo Anne Marquardt describes as a culmination of 
the evolution of her work. 

Marquardt’s. “Inexhaustible Possibility” is a series of large, human- 
sized, mixed-media works on canvas and paper. The exhibit, she says, 
investigates the “subtle layering of self.” 

This investigation entails examining those things that keep people 
similar while exploring the building blocks that make everyone different. 

“I have always found issues of the body intriguing,” she said at an a 
receptions last Wednesday, as she described the focus of her pieces. 

While some of her work hits the eye with vibrant color and organic 
shapes, her flesh-toned canvases are quite soft, and jump out at the viewer 
when they are engaged at different angles. 

Texts and images hidden within the stains of acrylic paint, ink and 
water reveal how the choices people make “mesh and re-mesh” to create 
each person, as suggested through the artist’s statement. 

Marquardt, who earned her bachelor’s degree in studio art at CSUS, 
was a well-known commercial artist in Sacramento before returning to the 
university to earn a master’s degree in the same subject in 1992. 

“Now I am doing what I want to do,” said Marquardt. “This work is a 
representation of an evolution of work that I started in 1988 ... but has 
always been a theme prevalent in my work.” 

Marquardt’s nine pieces will be on display through March 27 on the 
second floor of the union, Monday through Friday.

The Sac State Hornets(8-16, 3-3) 
won 2 of 3 games in adramatic week- 
end series against the University of 
Nevada-Reno (10-10, 1-2).

Payne had two hits, scored three 
runs and had four RBI.

Elorduy’s 
two homers accounted for five RBI as 
he went 3 for 5 for the day.

Sunday’s game against the 
Wolfpack was again won with the 
late-inning heroics of Elorduy and 
Payne. Nevada-Reno went up two in 
the top of the ninth off a Glen Carson 
single. Down late in the game, the 
Hornets prepared themselves for their 
second consecutive victory in their 
final at-bat. 

UNR all-purpose player Lyle 
Overbay entered the 10th inning and 
proceeded to load the bases on walks. 
Payne stepped to the plate and hit an 
RBI fielder’s choice forcing home 
Shawn McGuire. Elorduy followed 
Payne with an RBI single that scored 
Brandon Marshall. 

With one out, and the score tied, 
center fielder Jason Bolton rapped a 


‘single into left field bringing home 


Payne and giving the Hornets the 11- 
12 victory. 

Elorduy had another huge game, 
going 3-for-5 with seven RBI.

Charles Reed as the new Cali- 
fornia State University chan- 
cellor. And he’s wasting no 
time welcoming us tothe 21st 
century. 

On his immediate agenda 
is the California Education 
Technology Initiative — the 
proposed $365 million deal 
to overhaul the university 
system’s technological infra- 
structure. 

In CSU’s future, Reed sees 
students using the Internet in 
self-directed education with 
professors playing a periph- 
eral role as learning 
“coaches.” 

Students can take classes 
without ever setting foot on 
a college campus, from the 
comfort of their own living 
rooms. 
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This shift in higher educa- 
tion seems to Reed a solution to 
potential problems for CSU — 
such as the overcrowding and 
limited class space expected 
with Tidal Wave II, the huge 
increase in student enrollment 
foreseen in 10 years. 

For Reed, this solution comes 
at a reasonably low cost. With 
technology, large numbers of 
students can be enrolled in CSU 
without the expense of building 
new campuses, new classrooms 
or hiring more professors. 

However, technology is not 
the sole solution to CSU’s fu- 
ture problems. It is merely a 
tool, as is a book or a library. It 
can enhance education, but it 
can not replace it.

GRAD RATES OF 
ATHLETES TOO LOW 


This is an open letter to President 
Gerth, Coach Volek, Student Presi- 
dent Sandra Schlemmer, Director of 
Athletics Judith A. Davidson, and 
Vice President For Student Affairs 
Shirley Uplinger. 

I am writing to update the stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff about my 
inquires into the graduation rates of 
African-American football players. I 
finally received a response in late 
December after hand delivering the 
letters to the addressees in early Oc- 
tober.

I am very disappointed 
with the “so called” student’s repre- 
sentative, President Schlemmer. She 
failed to respond to my concerns and 
did not speak for the students. 

I am also disappointed with Presi- 
dent Gerth and Coach Volek because 
they also failed to respond to me. 
Instead they all hid behind the ath- 
letic director, who finally responded 
to my concern two and half months 
after I voiced them. This is an out- 
rage because they waited until both 
the football season and semester were 
over, in an attempt to diffuse the 
issue. 

But, I will not be silenced until I 
am satisfied with the responses that I 
receive. I again challenge the Sac 
Hornet to investigate the graduation 
rates ofall athletic teams. They should 
start this investigation with the men’s 
basketball team which I have been 
told from areliable source has a prob- 
lem graduating its athletes also.

ARE A PRIORITY

All of these are 
possible, especially with the increased 
dollars ASI will receive next semes- 
ter. 

Whether it is the slamming of

What we need is a place on cam- 
pus that is open long enough to fit our 
schedules.

out in BFE! To some, the solution is 
easy: build another parking structure.

on campus and the new perimeter 
road. Also while ASI does extend a 
lot of influence with the university, 
the decision to build a parking struc- 
ture is not ASI’s, but the university’s. 
It is their land and they control the 
money. 

A solution to this problem is mak- 
ing it easier for us to come on to 
campus without driving ourcars. How 
do we do this? First we need to ex- 
pand the number of bike lockers on 
campus. They need to be placed 
throughout the university, in conve- 
nient locations. 

Second we need to work with other 
transit systems in the Sacramento area 
to provide free transportation similar 
to what is currently available to us 
with RT. Finally, we need to work 
with our own Hornet Express on ex- 
panding and adding routes according 
to our need.
